IMC.HTS AND DiniKS 
Harold Staasen snld something iii a spnerh 
the other day aboui, the need in this country 
lor "an Increased sense of duty to produce, 
to keep pace with the right to consume, 
whether through proriis or wages, (and) or 
an increased sense of duty to work to paral- 
lel the right to strike," 

Probably that l^n't the most popular tack 
to take In discussing present-day economics. 
It's old-Iashloned talk, and some would call 
It reactionary. But It Eccms rather nice to 
hear somebody bring up again the all-but- 
lorgotten relationship of rights to duties. 

We hear a great deal today about the rights 
of free speech, free assembly, and free enter 
prise, the rights to work and bargain col- 
lectively and earn a decent wage. But It 
seems a long time since much ha.s been said 
about the duty of doing what used to be 
called "an honest day's work" tor that decent 
wage, or of turning out the best possible 
product (or fair and decent profit. At least, 
It hasn't been said recently by representa- 
tives ol large groups of workers or manufac- 
turers. 

Maybe It Is because times and the national 
economy have changed. There are propor- 
tionately fewer selt-employed persons than 
in grandfather's day. Consequently, there Is 
less direct Incentive and less opportunity to 
experience the Joy of personal accomplish- 
ment In the course of earning the dally bread. 

The Incentives and Joys are by no means 
absent today. But there Is an Increasing num- 
ber of workers swallowed up In big corpora- 
tions, doing routine Jobs oC deadly sameness. 
Grievances, demonstrations, and strife may 
ofler the only touches of drama In a life of 
occupational drabncss. 

Then, too, there are the workers' unions, 
which must produce results In order to sur 
Tlve and grow. And as the unions have grown 
strong they have emphasized an ever-grow- 
ing list of workers" • rlghts^most of ihem 
right and proper, to be sure— while soh- 
pedallng the parallel duties. 

So we hear of unions disciplining members 
who, yielding to personal incentives, work tiio 
last, produce too much, and thereby set an 
"exhausting" example lor their fellows. We 
hear of requests for the same wages lor 40 
hours' work as were recently paid for 40 
hours plus H more at extra pay. We hear talk 
of 30-hour weeks at 40-hour wages. 

And maybe that Is all to the good. This 
country has como a long way from the 60- 
hour week, dingy workshops, child labor, and 
•tarvatlon wages, and It can go farther. But 
progress Is smoothest In a friendly, rea; 
able atmosphere. And that Is not present 
when duties are forgotten and rights exag- 
gerated. Instead, there Is created an atmos- 
phere which fosters selfishness, breeds dis- 
unity, and eventually stalls progress. 

Mr. Stassen seems wise In asking that we 
pay a little more attention In our thinking to 
a reasonable balance between effort and 
compensation. Otherwise, there Is danger 
that a sizable segment of a hew generation 
might have to unlearn rattjer painfully the 
notion that society owes them a living which 
they feel no particular obligation to earn. 



GUARDING PUBLIC HEALTH 
It Is not a pleasant task for the south cen- 
tral district health unit to close up places 
of business for violations of health depart- 
ment regulations, but It should be reassur- 
ing to the public that such an organization is 
on guard. 

Recently, officials of the unit closed two 
eating and night club establishments In 
Magic Valley on charges of Ignoring sanitary 
regulations. The action was taken following 
an earlier warning to the effect that all busi- 
nesses selling foods or drinks for human con- 
sumption must conform to certain safe- 
guards for the public's health. With very few 
exceptions, it was found that all such places 
of business were cooperating in matters of 
proper sanitation. 

Too much emphasis cannot be placed upon 
■uch things as grading of milk, inspection of 
meat, systematic analysis of the public water 
supply, proper sewage disposal, and the regu- 
lations that keep public eotlng and drinking 
places clean and sanitary. 

The district health unit Is to be commended 
ioT its vigilance. Let's hope that It continues 
to keep on guard at all times, even though 
that may require drastic action ori occasion.
